American raiding parties and 


American gunners both are busy'on'the'Sector northwest of 
Toul and east of Luneville. The Germans do not remain in 
their trenches to fight the Americans but flee to the rear 
lines when General Pershing's men'appear. 


•British troops in the Ypres area Wednesday took the 


initiative and in a raid southeast of Ppl'ygon wood captured 
37 prisoners and three machine guns and inflicted casual- 
ties on the enemy. The .German artillery activity is intense 
on the Ypr(es sector and between Arras and Armentieres, 
where strong German raids earlier, in the* week were re- 
pulsed by British and Portuguese troops. 


On the coastal sector in Palestine, north of Jaffa the 


British have advanced three miles on an eleven mile front. 
Six villages were taken and two streams crossed in the face 
of the Turkish resistance. A slight advance also has been 
made on the.Jerusalem-Nabulus road in central Palestine.. 


In the east the Germans nod hold Odessa, the great 


Russian seaport on the Black Sea, which probably will be 
used either as the base for an invasion of India by way of 
Persia or as the terminal of grain shipments from Russia 
to the Central empires. Turko-German plans in the Cau- 
casus, which include the surrender by Russia of three Cau- 
casian provinces, which would provide a roadway to Persia 
and the Caspian Sea, are opposed by the Caucasus govern- 
ment. Turkey-has been Informed-that, the Caucasus gov- 
.ernment does riot-recognize the treaty with the Bolsheviki 
and that it-ihonld treat with the Caucasus direct. 


British shipping.losses for the last week total eighteen 


vessels, the same number as was lost in the two, previous 
weeks. There is an increase, however, in the number of 
large ships sunk. Fifteen of 1,600 tons or over are reported 
this week while In the previous two weeks the ships of large 
tonnage numbered fourteen and twelve respectively.

Wednesday night and a number of bombs were dropped. 
Tuesday night's Zeppelin raid 'Was ineffective, all the bombs 
dropping harmlaaaly.
